Washington, March 13.—The follow- 
ing announcement of the arrival of 
Admiral Evans ’ fleet at Magdalena 
Bay was made public at the Navy 
Department yesterday. 

Rear Admiral Evats reports the ar- 
rival of the fleet off Magdalena Bay 
and says the fleet has anchored  in- 
side on March 12, having made the
